EE bcing Aſſigned and Authorized by Authority of Parliament for the raiſing of 
Forces within thisCountie for {uppreſſitg of Invaſions and Infurreftions within the 
{ame, doe (according to our dutie botk © God and our Countrey ) Declare and 
Publiſh to all Inhabitants ofthis Countie, that at this preſent time whilcſt the Parliament 
1s bulted about ſectling the Peaceable Governmaygleat the Kingdome in the true Proteſtant 
Religion, and according to the juit Rights both afſkang and People, (being the true ſcope 
and end of the Parliaments endeavours ) a molt ek ed Contederacy of Papilſts, and other 
ill-affetcd and cvill:diſpoled Perſons of dilconMted ſpirits, and deſperate fortunes, envy- 
ingat the growing (cttlement of the Peace of this Notion, have joyned with anArmy of Scot- 
land, who have(contrary to the minds & deſires of many wel-affeted of that Nation, yea even 
of che generall Aſſembly of Divines of that Kingdom, by them publiſhed in Print , ſeriouſly 
adviſing to the contrary )Invaded this Kingdom: ina Hoſtile manner with an Army out of 
Scotland, which Army is by the Commons ot England iu Parliament publikely Declared to 


be Encmies, and all ſuch as adh.re unto them, vc aflift tzem, Trayrours an4 Rebels : and 
howeverthey world colour cherr doings with fair preteiires under the Cloak of the Cove- 
nant wreſtcd and abuſed, yet have they milerably waſted ſome part of Cumberland and 
Weſtmerland already, driving away all their Goods, and firipping men and women ofall 
they call'd theirs, and intending as appears »( if not ſpeedily preyented |). to enter 
into this Countie , and then no oth-r can be expected but that they will inlike ſort 
Rob, and Plunder, and carry or {end away whatfoeveris of value and moveable, into Scot- 
land, thereby to enrich themiclves : Thelc are therefore in the Name and Power of God All- 
mightie, our onely Refuge and Rock of detence, to ftirre up and awaken all true-hearted 
Enolith-nien, eſpecially of this County of York, to joyn together as one man, and to require 
every man above the age of 1ixtcen, and undertheage of threeſcore, unanimouſly and man- 
fally to rite and meet at the day of Auguſt inſtant, where 
divers well-affe&ed Gentlemen of this Countrey will meet , j»yne, and help to put into an 
orderly way the Forces railed for the beating back of this incroaching Enemie, and the ſup+ 
preſſing of this horrid Rebellion and Invaſion , which intends no lefſe than reducing of our 
perſons to ſlavery, and our Eſtarcs to their wils, and the ſubverſion and ſubjeftion of this 
| Kingdome. And all fuch as (hall fo Rilc and Joyn, arc deliired ro furniſh them(elves with 
the beſt Weapons they have or can get upon the ſudden, and to Carry with them ten dayes 
Proviſion of Vidtuals. And the ſcalonable periormance hercof is expected from all the well- 
aite&ted Engliſh, ( as 1n old time when the Scottiſh Incurlions were irequently repulſed by 
th: Valour and Courage of thele Northern Parts ) as they tender the f(afetie of their Wives 
and Childrtn from the Rapine and crucſty of the Enemy,their Eſtates and Goods from Plun- 
dcr and Devaſtation, and the very Becing and Welfare of this whole Kingdome from utter 
Ruin and Deſolation : And ſuch as ſhall be negligent herein, will be looked upon as Perſons 
;1]-affeCtcd to this Kingdom and their Countrics good, And this our Declaration is Ordered 
robe publiſhed in all Pariſh-Churches in this Councie the next Lords Day after the receipt 
hereof, by the Miniſters and Ghurchwardens of cach Pariſh, at cheir Perils ; asalſo in the 
op-n Ma rckers by the Head-Officcrs, Given at York the ſecond day of Auguſt, 1 648.
